In the Revolutionary War, many 
of the British disasters were owing to the fact 
of «carpet soldiers” being placed at the head 
of affsirs, instead of mes of more merit, but 
less exalted birth. 

We need not mention matiers at the presems 
time. They are a0 worse now than they have 
been op previous oceasions. The British sac- 
cesses in india have been owing to the ariste- 


im that country, im consequence of ite unheal- 
‘thimess aad unatizactiveness, and so leaving 
more room for capable and energetic men to 
dinplay their ability. 

We think that the downfall! of the aristocra- 
cy will be the greatest blessing that can hap- 
pen to the English nation. They have, at ail 
times, prevented e;ual justice from being done 
te the peor man aed the rich; and they beve 
deworsiized the sentiment ot freedom tn the 
nation by +sbstituting limeage for i nteiiect— 
orders cf nobility for capebtlity and integrity. 
A great Engtish statesman once observed that 
@uring his whole term of office, he had never 
had bat one opportunity of plactng the right 
man in the right place. It is impossible for 
the affairs of a nation to be properly conduct 
ed, when the fact of anf gnorant man being the 
son of am Ear! or a Baronet is 6 sufficient qua 
lificstion to piace him tn sn official position far 
above that possible to an educated commoner

doctor. It iss natural head-dress with which 
some children are born, composed of thin, 
delicate membrane from the ruptured smaien, 
end derives its name from fts resemblance te 
the nets or small caps for covering the hair, 
which are st!!] known to some persons as ceuls. 
We are not sufficiently versed in millinery to 
sey how common at present may be the name 
of the article; but its former currency as good 
English ts certified by its use in the transiation 
of the Scriptures, Isa. 8, 18. 
From remote antiquity it has been con- 
sidered a happy thing to be born with « caul, 
and in France the proverbial expression, I est 
ne coiffe, is equivalent to the English ssying, 
“He was born with « silver speon in his 
mouth.” M. Plancy, however, in his “ Dic- 
tionnaire Infernal,”’ says that the French wise 
women consider s livid color in the caul a bad 
omen, and that a good red tint is necessary to 
secure the fortune of the child. The distine- 
tion of color is natural under the ctrcumstences, 
and #0 was the notion once prevalent, that s 
child born with e caul was destined to become 
& monk and wear « cowl. 
There are several notices fn history of cauls 
in connection with great men or great events. 
We will relate but one. The Koman Emperor 
Caracalla had & pretorian prefect named 
Macrinus, whose child was bore with a caul, 
which being considered « sure indication of his 
advancement to the highest dignity, he was 
named Disdumenisnuus. 
One day when Caracalla was in Syrie and 
busy in euperingending a short race, he received 
& package of letters from Rome, which he 
banded unopened to Macrinus, directing him to 
despatch the ordinery affairs, and to report to 
bim the more important business that might 
be contained in them. Among these letters 
wes one which intended to inform the Emperor 
that Meertwus was 8 dengerous nan, inasmuch 
as it had bees prophesied that he and his two 
sons should reign over Rome The prefect 
was wily enough to conceal this information 
from his master; wicked enough te proéure 
bis assersination, and liberal enough, at least 
in promises, to secure the effectusi sid of the 
prw'ortan guarcs in fulfilling the prophecy. He 
enjoyed dignity but « short time, for the best 
luek in the world will vot atone for indolence, 
incapacity or cowerdice. He allowed his 
enemies time and opportuntty to raise en army, 
and after jointing battic, fed in the moment of 
victory. Hie sem, though born te « crown, 
wes slain with him. 
The opinicn hes always prevailed, that 
it is importest for the owner of « caul to 
preserve it and carry it with him; and thet 
good luck will attend wherever it goes, and 
whoever becomes the possessor. Hence there 
bane always been @ trede in cnels, amd the good 
fortane of the child is not unfreyuently realized 
st once, and transferred to the pockets of the 
nurse 
In the days of the Roman Emperors, when law 
wae even more uncertain thas pow, caule were 
considered of great valve in influencing the 
decision of the Courts; and lawyers were 
among (he principal purchasers. Une counsel, 
thus fortified, f©44 competent te secure the 
causes Of say number of clients. 
On 6 similar privciple, it is pow maintained 
that « Captein with one in bis pocket, is not 
only exempt from being drowned bimseit, but 
eocures asa atlendaat upon bis ows 
safety, thet of bis ship and all on beard.

It sp- 
pears to have been assumed thet the artificial 
products were identical in chemical composi 
tion, and in properties with the satura! ones 
which they resemble im flaver, in which case 
there could be no objection to substituting leas 
P modes of preparati la some cases 
they are certainly not identical ; and where any 
doubt exists, they should be used with great 
caution, until positively secertained to be 
harmless in their action on the system. May 
i not often happen that wilful poisoning may 
be suspected, and even prosecutions instituted 
ageinst persons entirely innocent, in cases 
where these questionable ‘extracts’ heave 
beon used |! Boston Medica! Journal. 
Fisas, Bap-Bros, &c.—A writer in the Gar 
dener’s Chronicle recommends the use of oil 
of wormwood to keep off the insects above 
seamed. Put « few drops on « handkerchief or 
& piece of folded maslin, and put in the bed 
haunted by the enemy. Neither of these trites 
een bear wermwood, and the hint is especially 
commented to travetlers who are liable to fall 
among the topers of bloed. 
Haog’s lard, rubbed freely on bedstesds, says 
another writer, ie the best preventive we know 
ageinet bed-bugs; for as long as it remains, 
they do not come new. Before applying it, 
bedetesds should be weil washed with a cloth 
and cold water.

The third 
year you may increase your Geld crop by 
ploughing in fine manure. Yow will now have 
bad nature's course.” —4Agricelteral Division 
of the Patent Office. 


Tex Necussrry oy Daovewr, asp rre Bews- 
rrr. —The State Agricultural Chemist of Mary- 
land, Mr. Higgins, publishes « paper, showing 
the necessity of droughts to replenish the 
soil with mineral eubstances, carried off to 
the sea by the rains, and also taken up by the 
srops, and not returned by manure. These 
two causes, always in operation, would in 
time, render the earth barren waste, in which 
Bo verdure would quicken, and no solitary 
plant take root, if there wae not « natural 
counteraction by drought, which operates to 
supply this waste in the following manner. Du- 
ring dry weather, a continaal evaporation of 
water takes place from the surface of the 
earth, which is not supplied by any from the 
dionds. The evaporation from the surface 
erestes a vacuum, so far as water is eon- 
cerned, which is at once filled by the water 
rising up from the subsoil of the land, the 
water from the subsoil is replaced from the 
neat strata below, and im thie manner the cir. 
culation of weter tn the earth is the reverse to 
that which takes place in wet weather. With 
thie water also secend the minerals held ia 
solution, the phosphates and sniphates of lime, 
carbonate and silicate of potash and soda, 
which are deposited tn the surface sof! as the 
water evaporates, and thus restores the losses 
castained as above stated. The aathor of this 
theory appeers to have taken considerable 
pains to verify the fact by a number of inte- 
resting experiments. The subject is worthy 
the attention of men of leleure and of educa- 
tion, who pursue the rational system of biend- 
lag chemistry with agricaltaral science 


A New Seesrrrvre ron Gawzeatixe Haat 
ts Hor-Baps.—In the Berlin Association for 
the Promotion of Horticaltare, Professor Keck 
made a communication sbout a substitate for 
horse manure for genersting heat in hot-beds, 
which as « productive of caloric, is far supe- 
rior to the latter. This substitute is the re 
fase of cotton, obtained im cotion spioning 
milis. A bed prepared on the previous day, 
had, when examined in the afternoon, a tem- 
perature io its interior of not leas than 11% 
deg. of Pabrenheit. The Court priater, Hanel, 
in Magdeburg, who was the fret tw apply the 
cotton for this purpose, explained bis process.
